(Effective date of the award : 18r/z October, 1982) 

On the 18th October, 1982, Shri Baj Singh Bhullar, Execu¬ 
tive Magistrate, Amritsar, was detailed for duty atongwith the 
police in Cbowk Darbar Sahib. Amritsar. A violent mob of 
400 to 500 headed by S. Harmohinder Singh Sandhu, came 
from the side of Chowk Ghantaghar and set on fire a Punjab 
Roadways Bus, a police jeep and other bus near Sarai Guru 
Ram Dass. Thereafter the mob started moving towards Katra 
Ahluwalia. Shri Surjit Singh Kahlon, Dy. Supdt. of Police, 
Jullundur and Shri Baj Singh Bhullar, Executive Magistrate, 
Amritsar were detailed to stop the advance of unruly mob to 
chowk Katra. Ahluwalia to present a Hindu Sikh clash. 
Immediately Shri Bhullar alongwith the police party arrived 
at Chowk Katra Ahluwalia and brought the situation under 
control. After sometime, however, the mob, armed with 
deadly weapons attacked the police party 'and forcibly lifted 
Shri Surjit Singh Kahlon after injuring him with Kirpans.

Tn the process he received stab injuries with a dagger. Prof. 
Alok Kumar Ganguly at this stage raised an alarm due to 
which the neighbours came to their assistance. This made 
the dacoits run away leaving he gun and some other articles. 
In spite of his serious injuries, Ashok Ganguly chased them.

On the 10th November, 1982, while a Military Special 
Train was standing at Tundla South Yard, an explosion was 
heard and something smouldering atop a 3 ton vehicle was 
policed. Naib Subedar Jaswant Singh, the administration 
JCO of train and some others saw this and immediately rush¬ 
ed to the spot. Having organised a cordon and a fire exten- 
guishirg party, Naib Subedar Jaswant Singh ordered the partv 
to cut open the tarpaulin and pull it down so that fire could 
be extinguished. He himself led the fire extinguishing party 
and started cutting the side ropes with an axe. As Havildar 
Kan Singh, a member of the party, climbed on to the top of 
the Bonnet in order to pull the tarpaulin down, he saw Nnik 
Shyam Singh, lyirg with his clothes smouldering. In trying 
to extricate Naik Sham Singh, he got an electric shock, due 
to which all the personnel who were trying to pull down the 
smouldering tarpaulin also got electric shock in varying 
degrees. In* this process Naib Subedar Jaswant Singh himself 
got an electric shock and was thrown away. He was rushed 
to Railway Hospital but he expired on the way. 

In this incident Naib Subedar Jaswant Singh displayed 
leadership, courage and devotion to douty of a high order. 

4. 2862419 Havildar Kan Singh, (Posthumous) 

Mechanised Infantry. 

(Effective date of the award : 10 th November\ 1982) 

On the 10th November, 1982, while a Military Special 
Train was standing at Tundla South Yard, an explosion was 
heard and something smouldering atop a 3 ton vehicle was 
noticed. Naib Subedar Jaswant Singh, the ad m insit rat ion JCO 
of train also saw the smouldering on top of the vehicle. Hayil- 
dar Kan Singh was detailed to lead the firg extinguishing 
partv.

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5. G/27270 DME Amar Singh. 

( Effective date of the award : 27 th March, 1983) 

DME Amar Singh was operating a dozer for snow 
clearance during March—May, 1983 on Karglt-Leh Road. 
The task was fraught with grave danger due to frequent 
occurrence of avalanches and required enormous endurance 
and will power in work in Sub Zero temperature. 

On the 10th * larch, 1983 Shri Amar Singh and his helper 
were buried um.cr an avalanche but emerged from the snow 
miraculously unhurt and was back at the controls of his 
dozer. 

On the 27th March, 1983 at KM 265, Shri Amar Singh 
was buried for a second time alongwith his machine. He was 
dug out after 45 minutes. But he was not cowed down and 
for the next fourteen days continued with snow clearance 
relentlessly. His perseverance in the face of heaVy odds is 
a beacon of inspiration to others in facing grave dangers 
high up in the snow bound mountains, 

Shri Amar Singh thus displayed cool courage, undaunted 
spirit and devotion to duty of a high order. 

6. 74510 Rifleman Manasu Lishu, 

Assam Rifles 

(Effective date of the award ; 28//i Match, 1983) 

On the 28th March, 1983, Rifleman Manasu Lishu of 7th 
Assam rifles, who was on leave at his village Gandhigram, 
was informed that two unfamiliar persons (one of them 
carrying weapon) were seen in the area 

Rifleman Manasu Lishu Immediately organised local help! 
and rushed to.the spot where they were last seen. On reaching 
the hideout the anprehended one of the suspects Shri Ayhuiy 
Ahihcnahpha Ushu. The other suspect Shri Akhiiana Fucha 
Lishu ran out of the hideout with his weapon but found him¬ 
self surrounded on all side.s, Shri Manasu lishu confronted 
the suspect and jumped on him At this the susuect fired the 
nun at point blank range, Fortunately the round missed him 
but inflicted powder burns on a village.

Shri Sachidanand was hit bv the avalanche with 
full force and died while still at the controls of the machine, 

Shri Sachidanand thus exhibited determination, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

8. G/97975 Pioneer Bishan Singh (Posthumous)

G'9797? Pioneer Bishan Singh was detailed for assisting 
the dozer operator on Road Sector Dras—-Kargil of Srinsca 1 *- 
Lrh Road. On the 6th A^ril. 1983, he was engaged in 
^now clearance work and was guiding th© dozer operator. 
Suddenly a small mass of snow slipped high up on the moun¬ 
tain side and developed into a massive avalanche which hit 
the working party, Tt was found later that four men were 
buried in the snow and three w^ro missing. Pioneer Bishan 
Singh was one the missing. His dead body was, however, 
recovered after three days, 

Pioneer Bishan Singh thus displayed courage, fortitude and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Sauadron Leader Pradeep Kumar Tayal has bpen engaged

October, 1977. On the 21st April, 1983, he was faced with 
a hydraulic failure on an Ajeet aircraft, which prevented his 
nose undercarriage from lowering. During his attempts to 
lower the undercarriage, his engine also got switched off. 
He displayed great courage and skill in handling this emer¬ 
gency and was able to restart the engine successfully and also 
lower the undercarriage after considerable struggle. This 
^resulted in a safe landing and saving of an aircraft.

Lt Col. Madan Lakhi Thadani was 
asked to undertake the rescue. He landed the helicopter at 
18000' in adverse weather conditions amidst rocks and snow, 
picked up the casualty and brought them to the base hospital.

11. G/129181 Pioneer N. Rajan. 

(Effective date of thr awaid : 18 th June , 1983) 

Phuntsholing-Thimpu Road is the life line of Bhutan being 
the only means of communication between the capital and 
other important districts. On the 18th June, 1983, torrential 
rains had caused a major landslide at Km 20.350 of the road 
thereby severely disrupting communications. The weather 
was extremely bad making all efforts at clearing the slide 
difficult and risky. 

G/129181 Pioneer N. Rajan was deployed half way across 
the slide since the visibility remained poor with the task of 
warning the dozer operator clearing the slide about the onset 
of slides and of rolling boulders.

His presence o f 
mind, and timely warning not only saved the operator mv T 
dozer but also made it possible to clear the slide in a record 
time.

Naib Subedar Jvoli Prasad Nautiyal was given instructions 
immediately to advance fuithcr and commence seaich. of the 
area in South East. When the main column had advanced 
further for about two kilometers, the undergrounds aga n 
fired. immediately Naib Subedar Jyoti Pi a sad Naut \*d 
moved from North side and observed one underground who 
had taken up position and was about to fire. Hand-to-hand 
fight ensued, but Naib Subcdar J>oil Prasad Nautiyal n\n pac¬ 
ed to over-povvci the hostile and pinned him to the ground 
His timely action helped not only in apprehending the haid- 
core and notorious sell styled I icutenant Thongo, but also 
in saving the lives of his men. 

Naib Subedar Jyoti Pi a sad Nautiyal thus displayed ex¬ 
emplary courage, lcadciship and devotion to duty of a- high 
order.

82156 Naik Michu Khemlungun was sciving in 8 Assam 
Rifles Post at Oenshoi which is close to the Tndo-Burma 
border. It dominates one of the avenues of tin ns bordei 
movement ol the Naga undergrounds tUG) with their camp’, 
in Burma. On tho 26th July, 198A T Naik Michu Khemlungan 
received information about some undergrounds vvanting to 
infiltrate into our territory and volunteered to act ns paid- 1 
to the suspected area. He guided his column to the likeh 
hiding place of the nndei grounds on the border just in turn 
when the undergrounds had fallen back to the* same spot. 
On being noticed the undergrounds opened fire. Without 
waiting Naik Michu Khemlungan pounced on one of th^ 
undergrounds and captured him alongwith his Chinese weapon 
This lightning action demoralised the other underground who 
fled across the border. 

In this action Naik Michu KcmUingnn displayed initiative, 
indomitable courage and devotion fo duty of a high order,

On the 22nd August, 1983. Lance HaVildar Gabar Singh 
Negi was the Reader of an assault group which has been 
directed to capture two armed Mizo National Front hostile^ 
trapped in ambush.

36. Captain Pavan Chandcr Bhandari (TC-27743), Arti¬ 
llery.

On the 6th September, 1983, Captain Pavan Chandcr 
Bhandari was sent to Kun Peak at an height of 23100 feet to 
rescue a ladv member of the Austrian Mountaineering Expedi¬ 
tion who had got trapped on the mountain. Captain Bhandnfi 
had to get out of the helicopter and walk a good distance to 
recover the casualty.

Wing Commander Natrapan was one of the four Ml-8 pilots 
in the 1AF contingent of the Illrd Indian Antaitica Expedi¬ 
tions. On the 28th December, 1983, he was assigned to 
transfer heavy construction and other material fiom the ship 
to the base camp. The terrain was unknown and forbidding. 
The unpredictable adverse weather condition with extremely 
strong surface winds blowing all the time, the di if ting snow 
and die persistent low visibility, made helicopter operations 
extremely difficult.

S. B. Gupta from the icc shelf and then assessed the degree 
of hypothermia to which each of the patients had been sub¬ 
jected. He instituted emergency measures to counteract the 
effect of hypothermia starting with Sgt. A. B. Jadav who was 
in a poor condition. He was able to quickly reverse the 
effects of hypothermia and saved all the patients from further 
complications. He then took his turn at monitoring the vital 
parameters of Wg. Cdr. B. D. Madhok throughout the night. 
With his ministration the patient was stabilised by morning

The success of the expedition to a large extent 
was dependent upon the logistic support piovided by the only 
Ml-8 helicoplei available, a** the other MTS helicopter was 
not available for operation. Being the senior most technical 
tiadesman Sgt Gupta, besides undcitaking his own task of 
supervising ihe maintenance activities, worked relcnllessly with 
other fellow technician and also assisted the aircrew in load¬ 
ing/unloading of the helicopter. On the 27th December, 
1983, the MI-8 helicopter, in which he was travelling met 
with an accident and Clashed into the cold Antartica wateis. 
The hclicoptei was sinking fast and the entire crew of the 
helicoplei, including Sgt. Gupta weic trapped inside. Faced 
with a catastiopbic s'tnation. Sgt. Gupta displaying great pie- 
sence ol mind and courage, continued to try finding a way 
out of the helicopter in ordei to save the lives of the crew 
members.

Besides him there 
were 40 other passengeis including 16 school children return¬ 
ing after pailicipaling in the Republic Day Parade at Jahana- 
bod. The bus was suddenly stopped by about a dozen arm¬ 
ed dacoits who started looting the passengers. Signalman 
M. K Sharma asked the passengers to resist the dacoits and 
not to give in. rinding that othei passengers were not put¬ 
ting up resistance, he grappled with one of the dacoits in 
order to set a personal example for other passengers to resist. 
When he was asked by the dacoits to unload his luggage from 
the too of the bus, he refused to do so and continued to 
put up (i cal I ant light even though he had to face a largein®- 
btr of dacoils almost single handed. He was shot at 
point blank range by one of the dacoits as a result of which 
he died on the spot. Howevei his resistance saved the ltte 
of large number of passengers including school children. 

In this incident Signalman Mahendra Kumar Shaima dis¬

ToT he Regiment climbed to the tin roof top of one of 
i buildings which engulfed by flames. He set a personal 
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example by fighting a pitched battle against fire for two and 
a half hours and was ultimately successful in controlling it* 

In this incident Major Gurmukh Singh Dhillon displayed 
courage, leadership, initiative, organisational ability and devo¬ 
tion to public duty of a high order. 


29, Captain Rakesh Chandra Kukrety (IC-32178), 

Rajput. 

(Effective date of the award : 13 th February, 1984) 

On the night of the 13th/14th February, 1984, on receipt 
of information that an important Naga underground leader 
along with heavily armed associates was staying in village 
Shanevi, Captain Kukrety was detailed to carry out a cordon 
and search operation. He deployed his men very judiciously, 
plugging all the likely escape routes of the undergrounds. He 
then himself carried out a house to house search resulting in 
apprehension of four undergrounds alongwith appreciable 
quantities of weapons, ammunition, cash and important incri¬ 
minating documents. 

Captain Rakesh Chandra Kukrety thus displayed leadership, 
organisational capability, courage, daring and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 


30, Shri Munshi Lai Verma, Assistant Treasurer, 

Aligarh H.P.O. 

{Effective date of the award : 21st February , 1984) 

On the 21st February, 1984, at about 7 p.m. Shri Munshi 
Lai Verma. Asm. Treasurer, Aligarh Head Post Office along¬ 
with Shri Jai Ram, caretaker was carrying cash in a box to 
the main treasury of the Aligarh Post Office from a nearby 
building. Duo to electricity failure in the area, it was dark. 
The cash box was on the head of Shri Jai Ram and Shri 
Munshi Lai Verma was walking behind with a petromax in his 
hand. As soon as they reached the gate of the building, two 
miscreants attempted to snatch the cash box containing Rs. 
2,22,291.40. Shri Jai Ram resisted and held on to the box. 
One of the miscreants at this stage filed a pistol at tho chest 
of Shri Jai Ram which proved fatal. The first robber pitted 
up the cash box and tried to run away. At this juncture Shn 
Munshi Lai Verma, finding no way out, attacked the robbers 
with the lighted petromax but the robbers managed to reach 
the spot where their scooter was parked. A third accomplice, 
who was waiting, tried to start the scooter. But miraculous y 
the scooter fell down and all the three robbers fell under «- 
Taking advantage of this opportunity, Shri Munshi Lai Verma 
rained blows on them with the petromax, recovered the cash 
box and returned to the Head Post Office. The fatally i 
jured Shri Jai Ram was rushed to hospital where he was 
declared dead. 

Shri Munshi Lai Verma thus displayed exceptional courage, 
determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

31. Wing Commander Gajanan Damodar Shintre (10089), 

Flying (Pilot), 

{Effective date of the award : 29th February, 1984) 

On the 29th February, 1984, Wing Commander Gajanan 
Damodar Sbintre was detailed for a general handling sortie 
with Fit Lt. PV Chaudhari. On being informed that the air¬ 
craft had developed some serious trouble, Wg Cor sruntre 
promptly took over controls as the Captain of the aircr - 
Assessing the situation he noticed that he was at a height ot 
3700 ft He was left with two option to abandon the atrerart 
or to attempt a forced landing. He gallanty elected to force 
land rather than abandon the aircraft, even though his decision 
might have Jed to grave injuries to himself and his « crew. 
Thereafter he executed a perfect forced landing m t»stermg al 
his experience and skill at a very critical juncture and causing 
minimum damage to the aircraft. 

Wing Commander Gajanan Damodar Shintre thus dlspiayed 
conspicuous courage, professional skill and devotion to duty 
of high order. 

32 Shri Huiningshumbam Nabachandra Singh, 

An Employee of a Private Petrol Pump of Manipur 

State. 

{Effective date of the award : 15th May , 1984) 

On the 15th May, 1984, while Shri Huiningshumbam 
Nabachandra Singh, an employee of a private petrol pump 
of Manipur State, was counting the day s sale proceeds msi 


the counter of the petrol pump, two young armed extremists 
wjth a revoler and a hand grenade raided the counter and 
snatched the sale proceeds. After snatching the money, one 
extremist stood guard at the counter and the other went inside 
in search of more money. At this moment, Shri Nabachan¬ 
dra Singh displaying great courage pounched upon the extre¬ 
mist. In the meantime, Shri Simon Jojo who was inside the 
counter jumped into the fray and snatched away the loaded 
revolver from him. Thereupon, the extremist made an attempt 
to lob the hand grenade inside the counter as a suicidal mea¬ 
sure but this was also snatched away by Shri Nabachandra 
Singh. The extremist was ultimately overpowered and arrest¬ 
ed. In the melee the other extremist who was standing out¬ 
side managed to escape. 

Shri H. Nabachandra Singh thus displayed conspicuous cou¬ 
rage, bravery, coolness and a high sense of public duty, 


33. Shri Simon Jojo, 

An Employee of a private Petrol Pump of Manipur 
State. 

{Effective date of the award : 15f/t May , 1984) 

On th© I5th May, 1984, while Shri Huiningshumbam Naba- 
ebandra Singh an employee of a private petrol pump of Mani¬ 
pur State was counting the days sale proceeds Inside the 
counter of tho petrol pump, two young armed extremists with 
revolver and hand grenade raided the counter and snatched 
the sale proceeds. Thereafter, on© extremist stood guard at 
the counter and the other extremist went inside to search for 
more money. At this moment, Shri Nabachandra Singh dis¬ 
playing rare courage pounced upon the extremist. Shri Simon 
Jojo, who was already inside the counter, closed the door 
thereby shutting out the other extremist. He then joined Shri 
Nabachandra Singh and attacked the extremist with a stick 
and was able to snatch away th© loaded revolver from him. 
Thereupon, the extremist made an attempt to lob the band 
grenade inside the counter as a suicidal measure but this was 
also snatched away by Shri Nabachandra Singh The extre¬ 
mist was ultimately overpowered and arrested. In the melee 
the other extremist who was standing outside managed to- es¬ 
cape. 

In this incident Shri Simon Jojo displayed conspicuous cou¬ 
rage, coolness and a high sense of public duty. 

34, Squadron Leader Suresh Haribhav Apte (9735), 
Hying (Pilot). (Retired). 

{Effective dat<* of the award : 18 th May, 1984) 

Squadron leader Suresh Haribhav Apte has been engaged 
in test flying duties at HAL Bandore complex since Novem¬ 
ber, 1976. On the 18th May, 1984, Sqn Ldr Apte experienc¬ 
ed an engine failure on his HPT-32 prototype aircraft due to 
fuel supply problems* He was at a height of 1000 ft, which 
was barely sufficient to make a forced landing at the airfield, 
However with great skill and cool courage he made a 90 deg. 
turn to finals at 50 ft altitude and made a perfect landing on 
the runway. 

Squadron Leader Suresh Haribhav Apte thus displayed un¬ 
daunted courage, determination and devotion lo duly of a 
high order. 


35* Captain Harish Jit Singh (IC-30216), 

Army Service Corps. 

{Effective date of the award : 18f/i May, 1984) 

Captain Harish Jit Singh recently undertook a micro-light 
aircraft expedition from Kashmir to Kanyakumari. The expe¬ 
dition was launched from Srinagar on 7th April, 1984. On 
9th April despite unfavourable weather conditions, he was 
able to cross the Pir Panjal ranges at Banihal Pass. On the 
10th April, he took off from Banihal helipad and flow to 
Udhampur. The weather on this day was very turbulent and 
his macnine swung like a pendulum. In the process, his seat 
harness slipped and he hung from his safety belt. Despite 
these trying conditions Captain Harish Jit Smgh did not 
lose nerve and crossing patni Top landed safely at Udham- 


Despite this trying experience, he had to make an emer¬ 
gency landing on a field short of Jullunder due to fuel short¬ 
age Whilst taking off, his aircraft nose dived into a field 
which caused damage to the aircraft and slight injuries to 
th© officer. On the 16th May, 1984, after taking off from 
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Tirunevalll he observed an imbalance in his machine and de¬ 
tected that one of the sparking plugs had been forced out of 
the socket and was hanging out. Inspite of numerous hazards 
he continued with the journey and landed at Kanyakumari on 
the 18th May, 1984. This is the first time that an expedi¬ 
tion of this nature had been undertaken in our country which 
involved flying over the Pir Panjal mountain range as also 
over the plains sector across India during the pre-monsoon 
season, when the weather is turbulent and unpredictable. He 
covered a distance of 4170 Kilometers crosscountry and took 
42 days to complete the mission, 

In spite of being hurt, he still insisted on continuing with 
his mission. The expedition undertaken by Captain Harish 
Jit Singh has been a Saga of Courage, initiative, grit and 
determination which will greatly help the development ol 
this sport in our country. 

36. Group Captain Krishau Kumar Sangar, V.M (7017), 
Flying (Pilot), 

(Effective date of the award : 3rd June, 1984) 

Group Captain Krishan Kumar Sangar, Flying Pilot, is 
Commanding a Helicopter Unit since October, 1981, He 
was appointed the Ml-8 Task Force Commander during an 
operational exercise somewhere in the Northern Sector, A 
variety of loads some of which had never been airlifted be¬ 
fore, had to be dropped by Helicopters. The operations had 
to be carried out in an extremely hostile, snow bound terrain 
under marginal weather conditions. During this operation 
Group Captain Sangar achieved many firsts to his credit and 
w£vs able to drop rations and stores at places located at 
elevations higher than 17,000 ft. On the 3rd June, 1984 
while dropping an Arctic Hut at a dropping Zone, he had to 
fly his aircraft to its absolute limits to avoid any damage to 
the hut. This was possible due to his professional skill and 
sound understanding of his aircraft. 

Group Captain Krishan Kumar Sangar thus displayed 
courage, professional competence, determination and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 


37, 4261740 Sepoy Dip Narain Singh, (Posthumous) 
Bihar. 

(j Effective date of the award ; 4th June, 1984) 

On the 4th June, 1984 Sepoy Dip Narain Singh was ordered 
to man a Light Machine Gun Post. At about 0450 hours 
on the same day, terrorists brought down a heavy volley of 
fire from a well fortified building which was occupied by 
them. Sepoy Dip Narain Sinch manned the Light Machine 
Gun Post continuously for 17 hours as it was not possible to 
relieve him during the day due to effective fire of the 
terrorists. He kept returning the fire throughout the day. Next 
day again he volunteered to man the same Light Machine Gun 
Post and kept neutralising seven to eight firing positions of 
the terrorists. He wa& firing so effectively that all the 
terrorists in the locality become desperate and directed all 
their-fire on him. On the 5th June, 1984 a burst of machine 
gun fire of the terrorists hit him on his forehead and he suc¬ 
cumbed to the multiple skull injury. 

Throughout this operation Sepoy Dip Narain Singh display¬ 
ed strong determination, indomitable courge, exemplary 
personal bravery and devotion to duty of a very high order 
and laid down his life in the highest traditions of the Army. 

38. Major Baldev Raj Bhatia (IC-21857), Guards. 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
'Blue Star’ 10 Guards was tasked to clear a complex of 
terrorists. ‘A’ Company under Major Baldev Raj Bhatia had 
been assigned the task of clearing the left portion of the 
building. As the leading platoon entered the building it came 
under heavy fire of automatic weapons front all skies of Ifie 
complex. The terrorists also lobbed hand grenades through 
doors, windows and ventilators. Undaunted by the effective 
fire of the extremists and in complete disregard of his 
personal safety, Major Baldev Raj Bhatia moved forward at 


the head of the column and personally led his men to main¬ 
tain the momentum of the operation and successfully accom¬ 
plished the assigned mission. 

In this action Major Baldev Raj Bhatia displayed cons¬ 
picuous bravely, resolute determination, cool courage, very 
fine leadership and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

39. Major Prakash Chand Katoch (IC-24006), 

Parachute Regiment, 

(Effective date of the award \ 5th June , 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, Major Prakash 
Chand Katoch, while leading a Team Group through the 
Main Enterance of a building complex, came under heavy 
Light Machine Gun fire directed by the extremists from a 
dominating and impregnable position. At one stage he was 
confronted with a Sten Machine carbine burst which he 
absorbed on his bullet proof jacket and reacting quickly re¬ 
turned fire killing the extremist and thereby preventing any 
casualties to his men. Inspite of the heavy odds he led his 
men into the first assault through a near impenetrable belt 
of fire. In the process he received a burst of machine gun 
fire on his right shoulder. But refusing to be evacuated he 
undauntedly maintained hri advance and managed to reach his 
objective. 

In this action Major Prakash Chand Katoch displayed 
valour, indomitable courage, effective leadership and devotion 
to duty of a very high order. 

40. Captain Krishna Sreekara Prabhu (1C-32823L 
The Maratha Light Infantry. 

(Effective date of the award 1 5th June , 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984 Captain Krishnu 
Sreekara Prabhu was the Second in Command of a Company 
group which was tasked to undertake an anti-terrorist opera- . 
tion. The mission involved flushing out of hard core terrorists 
from a building complex. Captain Prabhu was given the 
task of occupying the main gate of the building which housed 
the terrorist armoury in the top portion. Any attempt to 
advance towards the Emplacement^ involved an obvious and 
frontal fire of the terrorists. Despite the obvious hazards, 
Captain K. S, Prabhu climbed the high walls adjacent to the 
armoury with lightning speed and personally led his men.to 
the top of the gate despite heavy firing of the terrorists, 
He then led a gallant charge and destroyed the hostile em¬ 
placements. In the process, he was subjected to automatic 
fire from a nearby building. He then personally neutralised 
the fire which resulted in injury to a terrorist and recovery 
of a shot gun. Subsequently, during the mopping up opera¬ 
tion, he was responsible for capturing two proclaimed 
terrorists, two rifles, two 12 bore guns and 100 rounds of 
ammunition. 

Captain Krishna Srdekara Prabhu thus displayed undaunted 
courage, tremendous initiative, resolute determination, exemp- 
lery personal bravery, leadership and devotion to duty of a 
very high orders, 

41. Lieutenant Tara Chand (IC-40046) 

Rajput. 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984) 

Lieutenaint Tara Chand of 2 Rajput was commanding a 
platoon during anti-terrorist operations. On the night of the 
5th/6th June, 1984 his platoon was given the task of clearing 
terrorists from a building complex. As his platoon was 
approaching the building, the terrorists from one of the rooms* 
brought heavy and effective fire on the platoon thereby pre¬ 
venting any move forward. Lieutenant Tara Chand who was 
leading his platoon was injured in his right leg by this lire. 
But unmindful of his injury he crawled forward from a side 
and killed the terrorists who were holding up the advance of 
his platoon. This enabled his platoon to resume its advance 
and accomplish its mission successfully. 

In this action Lieutenant Tara Chand displayed indomitable 
courage, initiative, leadership and devotion to duty of a very 
high order. 
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42. JC-90455 Subedar Badal Ghosh, 

Rajput. 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

Subedar Badal Ghosh of 2 Rajput was commanding a 
platoon during anti-terrorist operations. On the night of the 
5th/6th June, 1984, his platoon was given the task of clearing 
a heavily fortified and strongly held building complex. As 
his platoon entered the precincts of the building, it came 
under heavy and elective lire of the terrorists as a result 
of which the advance of his jplatoon was stalled. At this 
point in utter disregard of his personal safety Subedar Ghosh 
charged the fortification alongwith a section strength and ffi 
the process killed two of the terrorists and forced three others 
to surrender. He completed the aligned mission successfully. 

In this action Subedar Badal Ghosh displayed conspicuous 
bravery, courage, strong determination, exemplary leader¬ 
ship and devotion to duty of a high order, 

43. 4150739 Naib Subedar Nayan Singh, (Posthumous) 

Kumaon. 

(\Effecttve date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6lh June, 1984, during anti-terrorist 
operations, ‘C Company of 9 Kumaon was< tasked to capture 
the second flour of a massive three storied building. There 
was only one central staircase which led to all the rooms up¬ 
stairs and the companies were forced to use it to reach their 
objective. While Naib Subedar Nayan Singh was leading his 
platoon up the staircase, it came under effective fire of auto¬ 
matic weapons of the terrorists. With complete disregard 
for his personal safety, Naib Subedar Nayan Singh lobbed 
a hand grenade at the terrorist position and charged up the 
stairs firing his carbine. In spite of the grenade having been 
lobbed, one* of the terrorists was still alive and fired at Naib 
Subedar Nayan Singh thereby wounding him mortally, 

Naib Subedar Nayan Singh thus displayed conspicuous 
bravery, great initiative, strong determination leadership, 
devotion to duty of very high order and laid down his life in 
the highest traditions of the Army. 

44. 13664504 Naib Subedar Harnam Singh, 

Guards, 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
'Blue Star', ‘A ? Company of 10 Guards was given the task of 
clearing the left wing of the main entrance of an important 
building complex of terrorists. The buildings were heavily 
fortified and strongly held by highly motivated terrorists. 
Naib Subedar Harnam Singh was the leading platoon com¬ 
mander. Immediately on entering the budding complex, his 
platoon came under intense and accurate fire of automatic 
weapons and hand grenaides of the terrorists. He quickly 
deployed the Medium Machine Gun Detachment grouped 
with the platoon and under the covering lire of this detach¬ 
ment, personally led his platoon forward. After a while, 
the Machine Gun Detachment ako came under effective auto¬ 
matic fire. Even though his platoon was in the open without 
any covering fire, Naib Subedar Harnam Singh maintained 
his cool and successfully led his platoon on to the objective. 

Naib Subedar Harnam Singh thus displayed cool courage, 
resolute determination, exemplary personal valour, leadership 
and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

45. 13667576 Naib Subedar Salet Singh, 

Guards. 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star, 10 Guards was given the task of flushing out the 
terrorists from an important building complex. Naib Subedar 
Salet Singh was the leading platoon Commander for clearing 
the left wing on the main entrance of the building. As 
soon as his platoon arrived at the entrance, it came under 
heavy automatic fire of the terrorists from the flanks as well 
as from the roof tops. As he was deploying the Medium 
Machine Gun Detachment grouped with his platoon, effective 


fire was directed from the front and hand grenades were 
thrown from the rooms thereby making the advance very 
difficult Naib Subedar Salet Singh did not lose his cool, 
and in disregard to his personal safety, took another section 
to a Hank leading them personally through the effective fire of 
the terrorists. On reaching the flank, he quickly deployed 
his Rocket Launcher Detachment to fire a rocket to destroy 
the terrorist gun post and succeeded in silencing it. However, 
the terrorists threw a hand grenade on him from a room there¬ 
by seriously injuring him in his left arm. Unmindful of his 
injury atnd with utter disregard to his personal safety he 
personally led one of his sections and cleared the room from 
where the fire was coming killing two of the terrorists and 
capturing a box of grenades. 

Naib Subedar Salet Singh thus displayed conspicuous 
bravery, cool courage, initiative, determination and devotion to 
duty of a very high order. 

46. 2970429 Havildar Atul Kumar Mondal, 

Rajput, 

(|Effective date of the award : 5ih June , 1984) 

Havildar AtuUKumar Mondal of 2 Rajput was command¬ 
ing a section of the leading platoon of the Company during 
anti-terrorist operations. On the night of the 5th/6th June, 
1984, his section was ^iven the task of searching a building 
suspected to be occupied by terrorists. As havildar Atul 
Kumar Mondal approached the first room, he was fired upon 
fiom inside and hit on his face. Displaying absolute dis- 
regatxl to his injury and personal safety, he charged into the 
room and killed the terrorist who was firing. This enabled 
his section to continue the cltaring operation. 

Havildar Atul Kumar Mondal thus displayed initiative, 
conspicuous courage, and devotion to duty of a high order. 

47. 4158937 Havildar Bhupal Singh, 

Kumaon Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award ; 5lh June , 1984) 

On the night of the 5th and 6th June, 1984, TV Company 
was asked to occupy an important complex during operation 
'Blue Star’. Major UK Dube Company Commander ordered 
his platoon to silence the medium machine gun which was 
covering the entrance to the place and causing great casual^ 
ties to own forces. Havildar Bhupal Singh alongwith his 
men directly charged the medium machine gun without any 
consideration to his own safety. He was, however, hit by a 
medium machine gun bullet and fell on the ground. Since 
the medium machine gun was still firing he crawled to the 
steps leading to the main entrance of the place and silenced 
the medium machine gun by lobbing a grenade and imme¬ 
diately charging the medium machine gun position. In the 
process he killed five terrorists single handed and secured the 
main entrance. 

In this action Havildar Bhupal Singh displayed exceptional 
bravery, courage, leadership and devotion to duty of a vdry 
high order. 

48. 4048545 Havildar Bctal Singh Mundral. (Posthumous) 
Garhwal Rifles, 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June , 1984) 

On the night of the 5Lh/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’ 9 Garhwal Rifles was tasked to flush out the 
terrorists from a building complex. Havildar Betal Singh 
Mandral though a low medical category Non Commissioned 
Officer insisted on taking part in this operation to lead his 
section. On reaching the objective the Company Commander 
ordered Havildar Betal Singh Mandral to move forward with 
his section from the left flank and eliminate opposition which 
was holding up the progress of the Company. Unmindful of 
the danger, Havildar Betal Singh Mandral alongwith his 
section charged down a staircase, the only entry to the 
objective. In the process, one of his men was killed and he 
himself waa wounded. Unmindful of his injury, he charged 
on the terrorist machine gun post firing his carbine and success¬ 
fully silenced it. In the process he was again hit by the burst 
of another automatic weapon fire and was killed on the spot. 
His action, however, greatly helped his platoon fulfilling its 
mission. 
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Havildar Betal Singh Mondial thus displayed conspicuous 
bravery, tremendous initiative, indomitable courage, determi¬ 
nation, leadership, devotion to duly ot a very high order and 
laid down his life in the highest traditions of the Army. 

49. 13668128 Havildar Het Ram, 

Guards. 

^Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5tb/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’, TP Company of 10 Guards was tasked to dear 
terrorists from the Northern wing of an important building. 
The building complex was heavily fortified and strongly held 
by highly motivated terrorists. Havildar Bet Ram who was 
the Section Commander of the loading section was immediately 
behind the first two scouts of his section. After having 
cleared the first two rooms as Havildar Het Ram moved 
towards the third room, intense fire was brought on his 
section in which he was wounded. Unmindful of his injury, 
he dashed towards the third room, broke open the door and 
lobbed a hand grenade inside. While lobbing the grenade, 
he received a second bullet injury and charged inside the room 
and killed all the four terrorists inside the room with his 
carbine. 

In this action Havildar Het Ram displayed conspicuous 
bravely. Initiative, strong determination, indomitable courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

50. 13668231 Havildar Harmindcr Singh, Guards. 
({Effective date of the award : 5th June , 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’, ‘B‘ Company of 10 Guards was tasked to capture 
the first and second floors of an important building complex. 
Havildar Harminder Singh's section was detailed to clear the 
first room of the first floor so that a foothold could be gained 
for the rest of the platoon to accomplish its mission. Both 
the leading Jawans were wounded by automatic fire of the 
terrorists near the stair case. Havildar Harminder Singh 
exhibiting great initiative decided to enter the first floor him¬ 
self with the help of an aluminium ladder. Under heavy 
and effective fire of the terrorists he successfully climbed the 
stairs with lightning speed. With resolute determination and 
in utter disregard of his personal safety, he succeeded in 
establishing a foothold.

On the night of 5th/6th November, 1984, san*? misc¬ 
reants were firing Indiscriminately at defenceless civilians 
in Paharganj area of Delhi. Company Commander Major 
Yoshjit Singh Tiagi rushed to the place and divided " his 
partly into three groups to encircle the building occupied by 
the miscreants, Havildar Krishna Bahadur Gurung, a member 
of the Party, climbed on the roof of the building. He 
surprised the miscreants by his swift q^tion and was about 
to overpower them when one of the miscreants hidden 
behind a wall fired at him from close range of ugly 
bleeding Havildar Krishna Bahadur Gurung dragged him¬ 
self towards the of the roof guided his men by shouts 
to approach the building from a different direction and at 
the same time even though seriously wounded kept the 
miscreants at bav by continuously firing thus diverting 
their attention from the more of the other group. He 
refused to be evacuated till his Company Commander con¬ 
firmed to him that all miscreants have been apprehended. He 
was taken to the hospital in a serious condition where he suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries. 

Havfldar Krishna Bahadur Gurung thus displayed cool 
courage, valour, tremendous initiative, strong determination 
and devotion to dutv of a very high order and laid down hi# 
life in the highest traditions of the Army.
